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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants main point of contention resides in the fact that the word data mining sis not spelled out in the prior 
art of record. The Examiner disagrees. This argument was previously presented in the reply to the first Office Action. However, the prior 
art of record, Data mining generally serves to find information that is hidden within the available data, and Quine teaches in par. 0092 
where a process is described using data mining method to determine whether the address is consistent with a LLLLFF format one could 
compare strings of groupings of the first one to seven characters and compare them against the same number of characters for a listing of 
known last names. 
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
